The bricks are an aggravation of the 
inso't tohuman majesty or dignity— 
if you believe those words ta mean 
anrtning. Among ourselves we tangh 
abontit. We know that the intention 
is not really to emphasize the dignity 
of manual labour, but to slur over and 
camouflage the indignity of it, a thing 
which may be expedient, especially 
when we want to console and content 
those who relieve us of the indignity 
by doing for us what we should 
otherwise have to do ourselves. or 
leave undone. In this case, let 
it be remarked, we are asked to 
emphasize demonstrations of the 
dignity of labour to poor Chinese, 
who ‘“‘nust esm their living.” 
To. think that impertinence over 
in all its bearings is to realize that 
these words were incorporated in the 
report idlvand without thought, in- 
terpolated by someone who simply let 
his Tun away with him. The 
root of the word dignity means worth, 
but no quibble in defence can tell ux 
that horrid phrase merely meant that 
the worth or isefulness of their 
labours was to be specially pointed 
out to these children. In any case 
that could not inipress, because they 
do it as a means tothe important erd 


‘| of earning their living. In any case 


we could only emphasize the ‘orth 
of it tous, not tothem. No, The 
one meaning of the word dignity in 
such a canting phrase is to import the 
suggestion of honoar and respect. 
Are weseriously urged to tell these 
toiling unfortunates with emphasis 
that we honour them and respect 
them because they do insnual labour! 
That would be impudence to full 
bellies: but if we are to address 
it to bellies we do nothing to fill. it 
will be the most gratuitously in- 
sulting thing we can possibly do. 
Da not let us emphasize dipnity where 
none is. Do not let us even offer 
them dignity, until! we bave first 
offered them dinner. 

Now, perhaps, we can get our mind 
to dwell on more practical issues. 
These thoughts were insistent. and 
congesting our intellect.

They are shot 
out, and we hope we are rid of them. 
Why till people who ought to know 
better say such provocative things ?

: Tad?’ cear, he said, 2,023 deaths in 
England and Wales were due to 
syphilis and 2,103 to other venereal 
diseases, These figures, however, 
afforded not the slightest conception 
of the havoc wrought by these 
mgladies. Not leas than 10 per ceat. 
of the population of our large towns 
were infected with syphilis, and 
much larger, proportion with 
gotorrhess. Gonorrhea was prolific 
of sterility, blindness. aod of 
theamatic and joint affections; 
and syphilis was’ the direet 
cause of a vast number of cases of 
abortion, miscarriage, still-birth, 
and’ infant mortality, and, as a 
hidden assassin, was undoubtedly res- 
ponsible for a large number of deaths 
attributed to other causes, such as 
aneurism, angina-pecturis. Bright's 
disease, and cerebral hecmorrbage. 
Syphilis was the sole cause of general 
paralysis of the insane, which Killed 
9,000 peeple in England aonually, 
and it was the inexorable baze of 
those wretched men they saw stagger~ 
ing about with locomotor atary. Ir 
was a secret poison tbat bad uni 
recently been allowed to circulate 
freelv, slaying our people, ondermin- 
ing their manhood. and producing 
widespread invalidism and industrial 
incapacity.

WHAT IS NEEDED, 

The deterreat effect of venereal 
disease is hugely exa gerated. Ifit 
is an efiectcal deterrent, why is the 
disease 6o disastronsly prevalent 7 1 
would not give much forthe morality 
vf the man who is only held back 


from vice by a bogey ; he has already 
sinned n his heart, and Iam far from 
believing that a general knowledce ot 
immediate yersonal disinfectign would 
lead to any increase of sexu imtegu- 
Iorities, In our campaign against 
venereal disease many trasurcs are 
necessary. We must have the sup- 
pression of unqualified quacks ard 
herbalists, who have done so twuch 
mischief, and th: prohibition of their 
alluring advertisement. We must have 
the improved and special teaching 
vf the pathology and treatment o! 
venereal disease to medical students 
and practitioners in our medical 
schools. We must have a network of 
clinies and hospitals throughout the 
country in which treatment Ly the 
most modern and approved methode 
can be carried on, and hostels for the 
prolonged treatment of women and 
gitls. We must have laboratories in 
which pathological investigation and 
diagnostic work caz be carried out. 
We must have the supervision of con- 
tracts and the effective following up 
of all disclosed cases. But, above 
sll, we must have the cdacation 
of the public as to the incidence 
and dangers of venereal discase 
and as to preventive measures, 
amongst which immediate personal 
disinfection must take the first place. 
That is, 1 am convinced at the present 
hour, our best weapon in combating 
venereal disease. What we have got 
to do isto spread a knowledge of the 
means of disinfection, and. to affurd 
ready access to them, simple and 
harmless as they are, so that those 
who perversely and blindly insist on 
satisfying their appetites in a de- 
praved Way, may protect themselves 
against loathsome diseise, which, if 
contracted, will in all probability be 
communicated later to unoffending 
women and children, and the cure of 
which cannot be guaraateed. 

The statement of the Ministry of 
Health thatself-disinfection is likely to 
be inefective owing to the inberent 
difficulties of ensuring that the disin- 
fectantis pro,erly applied is not ac- 
carding to knowledge. There is no more

pelling force directed from the san. 

Recently, however’ Professor Ed- 
dington, of Cambridge, . subjected the 
comet to 
mathematical analysis, and came to 
the conclusion that the hypothetical 
repellent force of the sun would bave 
to be so tremerdous that the theory 
must be abandoned. - 

An alternative theory is that the 
matter of the tail comes from the sun, 
and is similar to what produces the 
solar corona and the Zodiacal Light. 

How little harm would result from 
a collision of the earth with a comet’s 
tail is apparent from Professor Fow- 
lers’s pic investigations.
